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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The amendments filed February 13, 2006 and January 13, 2006 have been entered. Claim 1 was 
amended in the amendment of January 13, 2006 and again in the amendment of February 13, 2006. 

Accordingly, Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 9-12, 19-36, and 44 remain pending in the instant application. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure 
consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Gladys H. 
Monroy on April 26, 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Claims: 

Claims 1 1 and 19-36 have been canceled. 

1 . A method for providing dopamine or a dopamine precursor to a dopamine deficient 
prefrontal cortex of a subject exhibiting negative symptoms of schizophrenia or cognitive defects 
associated with schizophrenia, comprising administering an effective amount of a cell/support complex to 
the prefrontal cortex of the subject's brain, wherein said cell/support complex comprises cells adhered to 
a support matrix, wherein said cells produce dopamine or a dopamine precursor, 

wherein the cells are s e l e ct e d from the group consisting of allogeneic, non-genetically modified 
retinal pigment epithelial cells, and chromaffin c e lls, and 

wherein said support matrix is made of a material selected from the group consisting of glass, 
polystyrene, polypropylene, polyethylene, polyvinylidene fluoride, polyurethane, polyalginate, 
polysulphone, polyvinyl alcohol, acrylonitrile polymers, polyacrylamide, polycarbonate, polypentene, 
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polypentane, acrylonitrile polym e r, nylon, magnetite, natural polysaccharide, modified polysaccharide, 
collagen, gelatin and modified gelatin , and 

wherein said negative symptoms of schizophrenia or cognitive defects associated with 
schizophrenia are ameliorated . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Support for the amendment to Claim 1 reciting the term "allogeneic" can be found in the 

specification at page 18, lines 16-24, where the specification notes that "the therapeutic cells are species 

matched." The term "allogeneic" is equivalent. 

The rejection of Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 9-12, and 44 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, is withdrawn 

in view of Applicants' arguments submitted 2/13/06 and 1/13/06 and the Declaration of Dr. Cornfeldt 

submitted 2/13/06.
